YELLOW FEVER'S ADVANCE. |

SBPREADING FROM NMOUSE TO HOUSE IN
THE INFECTED STREETS.

Nineteen New Coses and Five Denths—Wide
Disngreement Among Noctors of Repnte—
T'he Cliy 1o be Vaented (o Cheok the DMsense,

Mesrents, July M —-The situation 1s un-
ohanged. Thoe number of now cnses of yvollow
fevuor roported to-day is eighteen, Five doaths
have occurrad, Tho wouthier is cloudy and
sultry, with ooceneional raln, Thers wins a
thundor storm this aftornoon, which, the phy-
slelnns sny, fa good for the gencral health of
thao alty, but bad for those who are sick with the
fovor, All dapger of a general opldemic ls
thought to be over, owlng to the depopulation
of the eity,

Presldont Porter of the elty Govarnmeont gant
off goveral hundrod poor porsons to-day, on
board the steamer Ounchita Bolle, to up-river
plnces of wafuty. There cannot be more than
8,000 unneclimated whita prople hers now, and
these will be sent off In stenmbonts, or out to
eamps within a few days, We have probably
2,000 whitea In the eity who are acelimated and
had the fever. Theso will remain horo. fearlng
no dangor, aud will take caro of tho slek and
distrossod,

Mombars of the Howard Assoclation are nt
work supplying nurses and medical attention,
but the association has not yet gone to work
oMeaially and publiely. The assoolation Is
ready to be at work withln two houra' notios,
owing to the perfection in lts organization,
oreated by Presidont Alfred D. Langstaff, who
watchos everything, and thoroughly under-
stands the situation.

The loeation of the new cascs to-day shows
no aprend of the fever outside of the Infected
distriots—Bradford stroet on the northenst, and
Clay strost on the southeast, In thiesa loonlities
tho fover i Intensifying. and attacking unne-
climated porsons. Your eorrespondent visits
theso localitics almost dally, aod he hns
watchod the advance of tho diseaso from house
to house across streets, nnd sometimes a cnse
two or more aqunres awny from the line of
slekness; but within a few duye porsons he.
come alck botwesn the deflned .l,ﬁn nnd the
outlying enses, The line Is exten as plekot
lines are fdvanced during war,

Dr. John R, Frayasr, one of our oldest phy-
aleinns, says to-day that e hus just mturn;-:l
from s tour In the northeastern distelet of the
eity, whers ho snw n dozen minrked enses of
fover, but theee was not n single case of yellow
fover; though among thom wors soveral sus-
pdedols cukes of thras or four days’ sthnding.
